Judge Eri C. Oakes Gives Decision In The County Farm Mix-Up 
Refers Back To Commissioners 


Judge Eri C. Oakes of the Superior Court has returned his 
decision on the petition presented at Berlin on May 6th by Ovide 
J. Coulombe and others, asking the court to grant an injunction 
preventing the investigation voted by the County Delegation 
relative to the removal of the County Farm from West Stew- 
artstown and also to grant an injunction against carrying out 
the vote to raise the sum of $800 to investigate conditions and 
a possible request of the removal of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm. 


Judge Oakes said:— 


“This petition seeks an injunction against the county com- 
missioners as well as against the respondents named in the bill. 
The commissioners should be made parties if relief is sought 
against them. 


It appears to the Court that there is a complete and ade- 
quate remedy for the wrongs herein complained of without pro- 
voking the drastic process of injunction. 


“The county commissioners have power under c. 35, s. 15, 
P. L., to call a special meeting of the convention. If such a 
meeting is called the alleged illegal votes can either be rescind- 
ed or validated as a majority of the Convention desire. 


“Tf the County Commissioners shall refuse to call a special 
meeting forthwith for this purpose the petitioners’ bill will then 
be considered on its merits. 


‘Until such time further consideration is postponed.

In consideration of the foregoing reply the County Com- 
missioners called a special convention at Berlin on June 10th, 
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1929 at which time the delegates voted the appropriation of 
one hundred thirty-nine thousand two hundred fifty dollars 
($139,250) as asked for by the commissioners that there might 
be no question as to its legality. 


The question of County Farm removal was referred to the 
County Solicitor and we herewith submit his opinion to- 
gether with that of the Attorney General. 


Berlin, N. H., June 10, 1929. 


The Coos County Convention met at the Court House in 
Berlin on call by the County Commissioners, twenty-five mem- 
bers meeting with the three Commissioners. 


Commissioner Lewis explained the purpose of the meeting 
and asked the Convention to ratify as legal the vote of the 
Convention taken at Concord on March 26th, 1929, whereby 
the county budget of one hundred thirty-nine thousand two 
hundred fifty dollars ($139,250) was voted to be raised, that no 
question as to its legality might be raised. 


The Convention then went into executive session. 

It was moved by Purrington, seconded by Burbank, that all 
previous proceedings of the Convention held in Concord be 
ratified as legal. 


A discussion ensued. 


An amendment was offered by O’Connell, seconded by 
Cross, that the four amounts of appropriation voted for at Con- 
cord be considered separately and a vote taken by roll call. 


A vote on the amendment resulted as follows: Those voting 
“Yes,” O’Connell, Roy, Cross, Parent, Tcohey, Johansen, Mc- 
Neeley, Rainville, Terrill, Heath, Colbath. Those voting ‘No,’ 
Barden, Smith, Burbank, Olsen, Heroux, Hurlburt, Purringion, 
Forbes, Bickford, Bean, Brown, Johnson, Lamere. The chair- 
man, Mr. Pingree, not voting. The amendment was lost, 11 to 
13. 


The motion by Purrington was carried, 13 voting “Aye” 
and 9 voting “No.”

While my opinion has no binding effect, I agree with you 
that there is no provision for a referendum on our statute books 
with reference to the removal of a County Farm. There are 
certain statutes which provide for ratification by towns of legis- 
lative action in certain special cases. If there is no authority 
for conducting a referendum, the question could not be legally 
settled by the voters, and the vote that the question be left to 
a referendum would not amount to anything from a legal stand- 
point.

Solicltor’s Report 


To the Commissioners of Coos County: 


I herewith submit my report as Solicitor for said County 
for the year ending December 1929. 


During the past year all prosecutions for the violations of 
the liquor laws have been instituted in the various Municipal 
Courts, with the view of keeping the docket of the Superior 
Court clear for the trial of important civil cases and also save 
the County the unnecessary expense of jury trials in these cases. 
As a result one hundred forty-three convictions have been ob- 
tained from which only six respondents appealed to the Superior 
Court. 


Three automobiles used for the illegal transportation of 
liquor were forfeited and sold. The proceeds from the sales 
turned over to the County. 


The case of H. L. Hinton was argued before the Supreme 
Court at the April Term, and the respondents exceptions over- 
ruled. After this decision was handed down the respondent left 
New Hampshire, and as yet has not been apprehended. 


At the request of the Fish and Game Department of the 
State I have appeared before the various Municipal Courts in 
the prosecutions for violations of the Fish and Game Laws. 


A summary of the cases handled by this office are a fol- 

lows: 
APRIL TERM, 1929 

State vs. Guy Young. Hearing before Judge Joseph Mat- 
thews on a complaint made by the Board of Parole and Trustees 
of the New Hampshire State Prison on violation of parole. Plea 
guilty. Recommended that he be returned to State Prison to 
serve his unexpired term. 


State vs. Russell. Hearing before Judge Eri C. Oakes on 
violation of parole. Plea guilty. Committed to State Prison to 
finish unexpired term. 


State vs. Town of Clarksville. At the April Term an in- 
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dictment was returned by the Grand J ury for failure to maintain 
its highway. . During the summer satisfactory repairs were 
made and a nol. pros. was entered. 

State vs. Thomas Madore. Indictments for passing forged 
check and forgery. Plea of guilty to both indictments. Sentenc- 
ed in each case to serve one year in the House of Correction, 
sentences to run concurrently. 


State vs. Irving Mack. Failure to return to the scene of 
an accident.
